‘career'and welfare of his family, and he might also “suffer a nérvous.breakdown,”: 


-It was suggested by Crown Counsel, 
that Tipping’s objection to serving. in the 


Director . of Manpower, 


who appeared on behalf of the 


Defence 


Force was his hatred for the Army and the wearing of uniform. Tipping agreed, 
‘but’ declared this was not his main objection. : 


Tipping called the Hon, T. L.: 
Bowring, Director of Public 
Works, and Mr J. H, Bottomley, 
Chief Building Surveyor, PWD, 
to testity om his behalf. : 


The Tribunal comprised the 
avting Chief Justice (Mr Justice 
T. J. Gould), the Hon, Kwok 
Chan and Mr N, V. A. Crouctier 
(Assessors). 

Mr D. F. 0. Mayne, Crown 
Counsel, appeared for Mr A, E 
Gumbleton (Assistant Director

Tipping appeared” in person 
and raised a preliminary objec-

{POINT DISALLOWED 


Mr Justice Gould commented 
that ‘the Director of Manpower

allocated Tipping’to the ESC, 
it was open to the authorities 
advising the Director to change 
his advice and his mind, which 
he apparently did. The Tribunal

rhe had brought with him $960 
from Home. All that money’ had 
been spent in, assisting him in 
Imaintalning 2 ~~ satisfactory 
standard ot living comparable to 
that of other Europegng in the 
Colony.
